Fatal Results of

WARE, Nov. 23.—Joseph Goddette, aged 


twenty-one years, employee in Gilbert 
company's mill, was drowned in Ware 
river at Gilbertsville lost night. He and 
Fred Bombryant, also of Gilbertsville 
hired a team and visited this town. It is 
supposed they had been drinking and fell 
asleep in the team on the way home and 
that the horses instead of continuing 
along the main road walked up the rail- 
road track and over the bank into the 
river. The horse was also drowned and 
the carriage smashed. Bombryant man- 
aged to drag himself oat but was unable 
to help his companion. A gang of men 
searched all night but were unable to find 
Qoddette's body.

It Should Not. Be Lose Sight Of at This 


Tlmte. 


EDITOB TEANBcntrir:— In making up 


our new city government it is perhaps not 
too late to speak a word for good, roads. 
This town has been spending enough 
money each year on its* roads to pay the 
nterest on $200,000 and leave a surplus, 
and what have we to show for it? 
We 


seem to have been working each year on 
the principle that our roads were mere 
temporary affairs to bp used only for that 
year, and that if we could patch them up 
so that they could be, used until winter 
came, and God in his infinite mercy took 
compassion on us and covered them with 
snow, we should never need them again. 
Now is this right, and is it business-like? 
We should have permanent roads just 
as much as wo have a permanent sys- 
tem of sewers or a permanent water 
system. To the man to whom a dollar 
looks as big as a cart wheel, $80,000 for a 
reservoir in the Notch is a frightful thing, 
aud he would rather nave the town on 
short allowance of water for three months 
every year than to incur such an expense ; 
but it is not to that man that we look to 
for support in making permanent im- 
provements. He is the man who advo- 
cates putting a thousand loads of poor 
material upon our roids in the spring at a 
considerable expense and hauling them 
off in the fall at an equal expense. Do 
we want that man in our city council? 
We are to have for our first mayor a man 
who believes in permanent city improve- 
ments and wbo knows when it is better to 
spend two dollars than it is to spend one 
—a knowledge that it is Just as important 
as it is to know when to spend one. Shall 
we give him a council of the same stamp ? 


While I am aware that to advocate good 


roads is not the only qualification a man 
should have lo fit him for councilman, I 
believe it to be an important one; so 
as a wheelman and a liorse owner, 
I appeal to every man in North 
Ada ins who owns a wheel or a horse to do 
all in his power to give us a city council 
that, in making its appropriations, for 
other permanent city improvements will 
remember good roads. Now look to your 
nominations.

Last fall Rev. Dr. G. W. Brown of this 


town took a ride down the county with a 
party of friends. It was a perfect Octo- 
ber day and the autumnal glory of the 
Berkshire lulls was at its height. Dr. 
Brown was deeply impressed by the 
beauty and grandeur of the scene, and 
afterwards wrote the following arlficle, 
which recently appeared in the Christian 
Advocate, a denominational paper pub- 
lished in New York. We gladly give it 
place in these columns, knowing that it 
will be perused with pleasure by the 
TRANSCRIPT'S large circle oi readers. The 
article follows. 


Tlir Berkshire!! in October. 


According to poet and painter the glory 


of the year comes in the leafy month of 
June. Then, "if ever, come perfect days," 
says Lowell. But the fact is, each season 
has Us own attraction, and there are days 
in early autumn which for superb beauty 
exceed any in the varied year. No other 
season is so rich in brilliant contrasts. 
The landscape glows with blended hues, 
aud nature revels in an opulence of color 
which baffles description. 


There are lew places where the gorgeous 


beauty of American forests, which is such 
a marvel to visitors from other lands, may 
be seen in greater perfection than among 
the Berkshire hills. They are just now 
musses of autumn mosaic whose lavish pro- 
fusion, yet charming harmony, fill the 
tout with an Intoxicating rapture, and 
make one feel as if be were among the 
Delectable Mountains. 


A recent ride from the Vermont to the 


Connecticut line, with friends who are 
lovers of the beautiful, created memory 
pictures which will be joys forever. The 
day was perfect. 
The mellow October 


sunshine steeped the landscape in its 
yellow glory. The air had that hzy, lan- 
guid quality which characterizes Indian 
summer. 
Every mile opened fresh 


beauties. The forests were like oriental 
robes thrown over the shoulders of the 
hills. In the outburst of color was every 
hoe that could add attraction. The dark 
evergreens brought out and heightened 
by contrast the colors of the deciduous 
trees, 
The dogwood and snmmach 


flaunted their scarlet banners, the hard 
and soft maples gave us their vivid shades 
of crimson and gold, the beeches and 
chestnuts furnished their yellow tints, the 
elms their tawny russet, and the oaks 
tbeir darker bronze. As sunshine and 
shadow chased each other over the 
mottled landscape, it sce.-ncd af if an un- 
seen hand wero painting the picture be- 
fore our very eyes. The trees that fringed 
the rivers cast rainbow-like reflections in 
the mirroring waters. It xvas of such 
scenes that Bryant, our own Berkshire 
poet, sang. 


"The sneet, taltn siirl w>f ot Of tobor now 
Warms the low spot; upon its grassy mold 


The purple oak It af falls; tni- bli cheu bough 


Drops its bright spoil like onowheads of gold " 
The autumn wild flowers are hardly 


past their best. 
The golden rod slill 


Haunts its showy color along the fenced. 
The cardinal flower l*?s frequently dis- 
plays its scarlet splendor in the damp low- 
lands, and purple asters are innumerable. 
But fairest and rarest of autumnal blos- 
soms, the fringed gentian lifts its blue eyes 
to heaven, one of the last of the floral 
sisterhood to yield to the relentless frost. 
Lowell speaks of it as making a. "late aut- 
umn spring," and Bryant sang of it. 


"Thou wsutest late and com'pt alonti 
When wood-* are bare and birds are flow 
And fi<*ts and shortening duy« protiH.il 
The aijed year is near at hand," 


It is vain In attempt to put. tlieio pic- 


tures of autumnal glory upon canvas, or 
to express them in words. Tlieir marve- 
lous richness mocks our poverty of expres- 
sion ; but they will long hang in unfading 
beauty upon the walls of memory.

MEN AND THE CHURCHES. 


The question of why men do not attend 


the churches more regularly and more 
enthusiastically in this day is one that 
greatly troubles the Christian pahtor and 
enthusiastic church man of today. While 
we cannot help believing that it is a time 
of spiritual lassitude and, to a degree, 
scientific inlidehsm that causes the lack 
of interest in church life on the part of 
men of today, yet we quote another view 
from the Boston Herald. 
It says, or 


suggests: 


It is easy enough to reach women and 
children througn the ordinary church 
agency, but. lo reach men, pressed down 
with th'!-cares of business and the burdens 
of business life, through the usual chan- 
nels of Sunday service is not so easy. 
In the parishes devoted to the people, 
the clubs lor men render an important 
social influence which is greatly to be de- 
sired,but in a parish where they are chief- 
ly engaged either in prolessions or in dif- 
ierent kinds of business different agencies 
must be employed. 
They need to be 
brought together socially, but if they are 
to be counted for much in church influ- 
ence and work they must have social rec- 
ognition. It is one thing for a man to go 
to church regularly, and it is another 
thing tor him to be counted lor what he 
is worth as a man among men. 
Where a parish is largely made up of 
active professional and Business men a 
social club, to which the men are Invited, 
and which is the step to social recognition 
and position, is an important aid in 
church work. It gives the men in a par- 
ish something more to do than to help 
pay the expenses of the parish. They 
have a place and position secured to them, 
an opportunity for social and intellectual 
companionship, and a preparation lor 
taking hold ot work that may come be- 
fore them, which is of great importance, 
not only in gathering strong men into the 
church, but in training them lor toe high 
service. 
Last week the young and vigorous par- 
ish of All Saints' in Brookline, gathered 
its laymen lor the first time iuio a social' 
and an intellectual club. It included the 
men 01 the parish, and it was evident that 
it was recognized oy them as a welcome 
opportunity, not only lo obtain recogni- 
tion, but to declare ihemselres as ready 
lor any duly that might be laid upon 
them. 
It has long been recognized that women 
in a parish must have aocial opportunity, 
but it has only lately come to ue unuei- 
slood that men need quite as much as 
women a place in the social lite 01 the 
churcn which they attend. tfy the organ- 
ization 01 this new aocial club, All Saints' 
parish has at once taken an important 
btep in utilizing its latent atrengi.a ana in 
creating a, strong and manly lullowship 
among its men. There is many a pariau 
in the suburbs of Boston similarly situated, 
where the same opportunity might be im- 
proved. 


ATTEND YOUR CAUCUS. 


It is to be borne in mind that the pre- 


liminary meetings held in the different 
wards have been but preparatory of the 
caucuses. These meetings are not recog- 
nized by the law at all, and no one should 
feel that the caucus is in the least less im- 
portant because of the preliminary meet- 
ings. These have been held only to give 
all a chance to have a voice in saying 
what the printed legal ballot for the cau- 
cus should be. 


There is nothing to prevent this good 


work being all undone except the honor 
and attention to duty of those who have 
attended the preliminary meetings. It is 
not expected that any trickster will get 
up other printed ballots than those al- 
ready designated as being satisfactory to 
those attending the preliminaries. But 
there ought to be no possibility of such 
schemes being worked, and this is reason 
enough for every voter to attend his 
caucus and see that the fair play in the 
preliminary meetings is completed in the 
caucus. The work is only half done and 
nothing is yet done of which the law 
takes any cognizance. 
Not to attend 


your caucus after attending the ward 
meetings is to leave your duty to the new 
city half done, or something less. 


How binding has been the action of the 


preliminary meetings upon those who 
have attended them ? Just as binding as 
any agreement can be upon a man's 
honor. Those who attended these meet- 
ings went to them expecting to abide by 
the results, and all undoubtedly will, just 
as every party man expects to abide by 
the result of his party conventions which 
he enters and takes part in. 


Then, go to your caucuses tomorrow 


evening. Complete the work already laid 
out, and so fulfill your duty as t citizen in 
selecting delegates to North Adams' first 
city convention. 


AS OTHERS SEE VS. 


A scheme is on foot in ward 6 to get up 


a list of delegates for the city convention 
different from that selected at the pre- 
liminary meeting Saturday evening. The 
purpose Is to down several of the men on 
that list, and the movement has its origin 
in personal pique and spite. C. Q. Rich- 
mond was approached as one to be sub- 
stituted for one of the prrliminary meet- 
ing's choice but he positively forbade the 
the use of his mine for such purpose. 
The ward meeting in ward 6 was the 
largest and most representative held in 
any ward, its action was open and above 
board, and should be sustained by every 
.Republican in that ward. 


It is about time for a long and earnest 


crusade against 'the cheap novel and 
flashy story paper. 
Working through 


the brains of several young boys this sort 
of literature was responsible for the de- 
railing of that New York Central train 
last week, and the killing of several men. 
If with the electrocution of these young 
villains there could be some law passed 
making the publication of hair-brained 
stories a felony, then reform would be on 
the way in earnest. 


North Adams being in the birthdays of 
city government, we are pleased to see 
that its local press are in accord in the 
demand that ihe very best men irrespect- 
ive of party artiliatiou shall be chosen lor 
its government. This course is so different 
from that pursued in some ot the lormer 
constituted cities that it is worthy of es- 
pecial remark.—Atliol Chronicle.

SLAUGHTER OF SEALS 


Carried on Despite Efforts to Prevent 


Ultimate Extermination. 


Needless Killing of Females 


Leaves Pups to Starve. 


Further Restrictions Must Soon Be Made Re- 


garding Breeding Grounds. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — Information 


has reached here that the revenue cutter 
Boar, the last government vessel to leave 
Bearing sea, has brought down some 
startling evidence of the effect of pelagic 
sealing upon the Alaskan herd, which 
frequents the Priblloff or Seal islands. 


In accordance with the findings of the 


Paris arbitration, schooners are now per- 
mitted to hunt seals In Behring sea with 
spears, in a zone 60 miles around the 
Islands, from Aug. 1. This gives them 
about five weeks of good scaling. It was 
thought that confining scaling schooners 
to spears, and reducing the season to prac- 
tically five or six weeks, would stop the 
daughter in Bohriug sea and allow the 
herds to recuperate. 


This year uot less than 60 schooners be- 


gan hunting in the Behring sea Aug. 1, 
and captured nearly 40,000 pelts, about 30 
per cent of which were females. This 
does not show the full extent of the in- 
jury done. The seal pups are dependent 
upon their mothers' milk for the first four 
or five months of their existence, and with- 
out it 
Host Suffer Starvation. 


Acting under instructions of their re- 


spective superiors, both resident treasury 
officers and agents of the North American 
Commercial company made a careful 
count of tho dead pups found at the close 
of the season, when the sealing schooners 
had left the sea. The census was just 
completed when tho Bear left, and readied 
27,000, and does not include those In tho 
last stages of starvation. 


The same conditions prevailed lost year, 


but the count was made with less exact- 
ness, on account of snow. It is said that 
he actual pecuniary loss to the United 
Status and the commercial world by this 
needless waste of animals will reach hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

Bitterly Condemns trie Action 


of J. S. Chaffey 


And Pleads For a Chance to "Get Even" With 


Him In Court

BOSTON, Nov. 23.—The long silence ol 


Burglar Barrett is at last broken, and yes- 
terday he placed in the hands of tt Post 
reporter a statement in reference to hia 
life and his relations with Chaffev. 


He states that it is a desire to clear his 


namn from all the odium that hns been 
thrown upon it by Chaftey aud his friends, 
coupled with a wish to clear his wife from 
any knowledge of his life in Boston, and 
to vindicate hevin the eves of the public, 
that lnfluenr.es him to inulcr> this confes- 
sion. 


The letter goes on to siy: "I am an Eng- 


lishman and wa» born in tho county ol 
Staffordshire. About EO years ago I emi- 
grated to this country and came to Boston, 
where I lived until my arrest and im- 
prisonment. I was altogether in the 
bauds of my solicitor durinpc the trial. 


"I was nev.»r In a court where a jury sal 


before. I wai utterly ignorant of th 
forms of law. I did not know that I had 
the right to addrestthe jury on my own 
behalf without being cross-examined. My 
attorneys Mild me that to speak would be 
against their wishes and advice. I didno* 
speak. Xow, I find that my silence hast 
been construed as evidence against mo. I« 
was an admission that I was guilty of hav- 
ing killed Karrar, as his brothers main- 
tained I had killed him, with premedita- 
tion and .aa'.ioe. 


"I never wished to admit anything ot 


the sort, and to thin day maintain that I 
did not shoot: James Farrar, either b^ ao- 
oident or design. He was shot in the 
struggle, but not by inn. We were looked 
together on the ground, when I heard the 
revolver shot, and immediately knew that 
Farrar was hit, and hit fatally." 


Barrett than reviews the testimony 


given at his trial, and claims that it was 
changed for the express purpose of con- 
victing him. He concludes his argument 
by stating that "every effort was made to 
keep me from getting even the semblance 
of a fair trial, aud as a result I am where 
you see me today. 


Where Chaffer Comej In. 


"I woulil like to speak In reference to 


Cliaffey in bis attempt to throw on me all 
the blame for bis srimos. 
He is an Eng- 


lishman like myself and was born in Lon- 
don, and Umi is the only bond of unity 
that ever existed between us. My brother! 
No. The same mother never bore us. 1 
regard Chaffer as a man cruel, vindictive 
and treacherous. It is he who threw all 
the odium on me after my arrest. During 
all my trial he pretended to be my friend, 
but was not. 


"But I will net evs'n with him yet. I 


will do all in my power to aid the polled 
in bringing him to justice. I know him 
as a burglar and a fence, and I will prove 
my statements In court. 
Once it was 


he bilrglarized the houses and obtained 
the stuff. I never did. 


"I am confined in prison, I firmly be- 


lieve, as the result of a conspiracy on the 
part of Chaffey and others, who believn 
they cnn force mo to yield the treasure] 
•which they imagine I have buried. I onea 
convoyed to ChnJTJy the impression that 1 
oould find $100,0™within 10 miles of Bos- 
ton. On that he has worked, and on that 
statement he has nullified my defense, 
nndermined my efforts to regain my 
liberty and debauched my advisers. 


"AH that I want is a chance to address 


• right and fair-minded jury on my own 
behalf and show how my lawyers so des- 
perately slipped up on my case. If I can 
only secure the chance I crave I may suc- 
ceed in establishing my innocence before 
the eyes of the world and once more be a 
free man." 


gA Post reporter took the above confes- 


sion to Charles street jail, wrote a message, 
telling 
Chaffey of Barrett's statement 


and offering to show It to him and said 
that It deeply concerned himself. Chaf- 
fey's answer was: "Acting on the advico 
of my solicitor, I have nothing to say at 
present in regard to the matter." 


The letter states that he has written a 


letter to the governor in relation to the 
whole matter, in which he besought a 
new trial in order to show his innocence, 
but he has not heard from him.

In brief, Toxvflk Paslui assured the cor 


respondnnt that, everything possiblo wn« 
being done for the protection of tho Aim-r- 
lean and other missionaries in Asia 
Minor, aud that those who were desirous 
of leaving tho iuterior opuld do so under 
escort. In view of tho troubled state ol 
the country, 'fewflk Pasha suggested thill 
perhaps this would bo tho best course tc 
adopt for tho pro^ieot, and that the work 
of the missionaries could be resumed Intel 
when matters were brighter. 


The minister, however, said that tiic 


latest, news received by tho government 
from the provinces was more reassuring 
than it had been for soino time past. 
Everywhere, ho added, on the arrival ol 
the tro:>ps, order was being restored, anil 
tho Armenians wore not being severely 
treated. 


liefer ring to tho measures adopted by 


tho government with the view of bring. 
Ing about the restoration of order in Asia 
Minor, tho minister of foreign 
affairs 


eatd he bud no doubt the reforms would 
bo strictly carried out and that the gov- 
ernment would shortly be able to an.

He declared that the com* 
mission appointed to supervise the reform 
was actively prosecuting its labors, »ncl 
that the commission had already selected 
the officials "who were to be appointed tc 
the various posts.

.Armenian!, of Course* 


As to the cause of the disturbances, 


TewQk Pasha expressed tho opinion thai 
there was no possibility of doubting they 
were caused by the revolutionary com 
mittees of the Armenians, who had for a 
long time past been sending agents to 
Asia Minor, stirring the 
Inhabitants 


against the authority of the sultan, and 
doing everything possible to bring about 
outbreaks against (he local authorities, 
which, when suppressed by the latter. 
•were classed as massacres, and exagger- 
ated in the grossest manner possible. 


He cited one instance in which a" mob oi 


Armenians attacked and killed two in- 
offensive Turks. The Turkish gens d'armes 
thereupon attempted to arrest tho mur- 
derers. The Armenians resisted desper* 
ntely, and a serious affray was the result, 
during which six Armenians were killed 
and about a dozen were wounded. Some 
time later the story was retold by the 
Armenians, and when It reached Con- 
stantinople the affnu: had, grown into the 
massacre of about 900 Armenians in cold 
blood, with all the accompanying horrors 
which the Armenians usually decorate 
their stories of such affairs. 


As to the prospect of European, inter- 


vention in Turkey, Tewflk Pasha could 
only say that he saw no probability ol 
such a step being necessary, as the powers, 
lie added, were assured that the sultan 
was in earnest in doing everything possi- 
ble to restore order in Asia Minor, and 
they wore not likely to do anythi ng which 
would in any way, hamper his efforts in 
this direction. 


One of the great diffcalties experienced 


by the government, said the pasha, In re- 
storing order in the troubled districts, was 
the trouble theyt!w*re hjtving In calling 
out the reserves.. The government's ef- 
forts were also hindered by the state ol 
Turkish finances, and by the large sums 
It was necessary to borrow In order to pro- 
vide for the arming and equipping of tho 
soldiers to be sent to the troubled dis- 
tricts.
